Peel may still be 
dealing with the 
“new normal” - but 
that doesn’t mean 
families won’t be 
able to celebrate 
Canada’s birthday. 

A selection of on- 
line Canada Day 


activities will ar- 
rive today as the 
country celebrates 
its 153rd birthday 
with perform- 
ances, ceremonies 
and much more... 
coming to a com- 
puter screen near 


you. Brampton will 
kick off its celebra- 
tions at 12 p.m. on 
the City of Bramp- 
ton event website 
(brampton.ca/can 
adaday). 

Juno Award-win- 
ning band Walk 
Off The Earth will 
headline an 
evening of per- 
formances, _pre- 
ceded by virtual 
ceremonies, a se- 
lection of online 
family-friendly ac- 
tivities, | how-to 
recipe making and 
much more. 

The “digital main 
stage’ ceremonies 
kick off this 
evening, beginning 
at 5:30 p.m., witha 
suite of perform- 
ances from local 


performers, _in- 
cluding Walk Off 
The Earth. 


The city’s stream 
will transition to a 
CBC simulcast of 
ceremonies in Ot- 
tawa at 8 p.m., fea- 
turing plenty of 
performances, an 
augmented-reality 
fireworks demon- 
stration and much 
more! 

Brampton coun- 
cillors will also be 
hosting a series of 
in-person celebra- 


tions at commu- 
nity centres 
throughout — the 
city, with events 
planned at Century 
Gardens __ Recre- 
ation Centre (340 
Vodden Street 
East) at 11 a.m., 
Cassie Campbell 
Community Centre 
(1050 Sandalwood 
Parkway West) at 
12 p.m., Memorial 
Arena (69 Elliott 
Street) at 1 p.m., 
Greenbriar Recre- 
ation Centre (1100 
Central Park 
Drive) at 2 p.m. 
and Gore Mead- 
ows Community 
Centre (10150 The 
Gore Road) at 3 
m. 
Events will fea- 
ture live entertain- 
ment, appearances 


from Mayor 
Patrick Brown and 
city councillors 


and snacks for res- 
idents to enjoy. 
“Community 
health and safety is 
our top priority as 
we work to reopen 
the city,” said 
Brampton council- 
lor Martin 
Medeiros. “Canada 
Day is one of 
Brampton’s 
biggest celebra- 
tions, and I urge 


everyone to stay 
home and cele- 
brate safely this 
year as we keep 
you posted on the 
next steps for 
Brampton in re- 
sponse to COVID- 
1 ” 


In Caledon, no 
Canada Day events 
are currently 
planned. Residents 
can check the 
Town of Caledon 
website 
(caledon.ca) for 
additional an- 
nouncements and 
reopening dates. 

Mississauga will 
host its first ever 
virtual Canada Day 
Celebration, begin- 
ning at 10 a.m., by 
visiting goodmorn- 
ingsauga.ca. 

The event stream 
will include a se- 
lection of activities 
and ceremonies 
designed to cele- 
brate the city and 
its spirit in the 


wake of _ the 
COVID-19 _ pan- 
demic, including 


interviews, musi- 
cal performances 
and much more. 
Some of the city’s 
top artists, includ- 


ing Johnny Or- 
lando, Mia 
Martina, Fito 


Blanko, RJ Barrett 
and Mark Pelli (of 
award-winning 
band, Magic!) will 
take part in the 
festivities, which 
will include a mod- 
ified ceremony 
where Mayor Bon- 
nie Crombie and 
members of Coun- 
cil will invite resi- 
dents to take an 
oath of reaffirma- 
tion virtually. 

The event will 
also include spe- 
cial performances 
from the Missis- 
sauga Children’s 
Choir and Missis- 
sauga Symphony 
Orchestra, who 
will recognize the 
4oth anniversary 
of O Canada being 
chosen as the na- 
tional anthem. 

The festivities 
will conclude with 
an augmented-re- 
ality fireworks cel- 
ebration. At any 
time after 7 p.m., 
residents can point 
their device of 
choice to the sky 
and watch a re- 
markable firework 
show unfold. More 
information can be 
found on the event 
website (good- 
morningsauga.ca).
